PICTURE STORY BOOKS 


Davis, Reda w:th illustrations by Crowell 
Slobodkin, Louis MARTIN'S DINOSAUR Cloth; $3.50; 8x10 


Wales and ancient castles and dinosaurs seem compatible, or so it seemed 
to Martin when he went exploring the dungeons of a castle and finds guess what- a 
dinosaur. Or so Martin thought, but the creature said he was a dragon and had been 
there for 500 years by his own count, without eating. So Martin told him about 
green growing things and took him to a meadow. On the way the dinosaur- according 
to Martin- showed him the armor the knight who provided his last meal had worn, so 
Martin put it on. What happened- and how the creature went back to his dungeon- 
might all have been a dream, except for the townspeople. But then they were Welsh, 
too. Humorous drawings in soft tones of grey with a touch of red tell the story 
almost as well as the text.

THE WOLF AND THE SEVEN LITTLE KIDS 


A familiar horror story, which should be marked- "Caution- Not for Fraid- 
cats"- this has been translated into a beautiful picture book by a Swiss artist. 
There's action and humor and beauty and imagination in the doublespreads of pictures 
in which color has been adroitly used. Felix Hoffman has won the Swiss Youth Prize 
with this book, which is his first introduction to American children. Those who 
like their stories gory will be enchanted. Others may find the story of the big bad 
wolf who ate the six little kids - and had his punishment - a bit frightening (or 
completely unbelievable). You know your child. The binding is a pastedown on board, 
with a cloth backbone, but it seems rather fragile. (Publ. ) 


Will and Nicolas Harcourt, Brace 
FOUR-LEAF CLOVER Cloth; $3.00; 83x11 


Two small boys start their summer holidays by looking for a four leaf 
clover to bring them luck. This starts a series of explosive adventures involving 
a bull, a runaway horse, a truck with empty barrels, an obstreperous goat, and a 
windup on the fence where it all started. "And to think that it happened...." all 
on a summer's day. Nonsense text and big splashy postery pictures which show that 
the boys are Negro and white friends with the same ideas about luck. The creators 
of this picture book won the Caldecott Medal with their Finders Keepers, (Publ.

Miller, Warren Little, Brown 
Til’d. by Edward Sorel Cloth; $2.75; 102x74 
THE GOINGS ON AT LITTLE WISHFUL 


This may be a fire engine in Edward Sorel's book- but I was brought up to 
call this a hook and ladder. Be that as it may- the nonsense tale is about the 
competition and rivalry between two towns, Big Booster and Little Wishful, and how 
the little town got caught in its efforts to outdo the bigger town. Here's a book to 
give to the Town Planning Commission instead of to their children. They might like 
it better from the dual significance of the text to the ultrasophistication of the 
cartoon-like pictures, backgrounded by orange and watermelon pink.

Parents will be horrified but small boys will be enchanted with Nicholas' and 
Peter's adventure in boarding a moving train, climbing over the engine tender and the 
coals, and taking over the running the train. But they didn't know how to stop it- and 
almost met disaster. But of course they achieved the impossible, stopped the train, 
flegged an oncoming Diesel, and won both a scolding and a reward. Ardizzone's pictures 
provide e good bridge from the comics, and with this text it goes the comics one better. 
Not in the same class with the nonsense adventures of little Tim, but the pictures have 
the same magic.

A happy sort of book, for which Harvey 
Weiss has made nonsense pictures in line and wash with the umbrella a very bright yellow.

But once past this hurdle, the 
summer adventures of three sensitive youngsters, Ida, whose aunt had rented the house 
for the summer, and two DP children, a Polish lad and a boy from the Orient, take 
the reader into the magic of the waiting river, the islands, the ancient manor house, 
the old hermit, who had once been a bus driver, and the good natured giant who was 
bored with hiding out and wanted to be a clown in a circus. Ida's aunt was an anthro- 
pologist- and giants of the past were her passion, but when the children took her to 
see their friend, she was convinced that he was a fake. So the children kept their 
dreams to themselves.

Primitive life holds endless fascination for most youngsters today. This book 
is a straightforward introduction to the subject, from the earth's beginnings as cooling 
gases combined to produce rock, water and air- through successive steps as life began. 

The age of the dinosaurs gradually gave way to creatures more nearly resembling what we 
know, and man- some 60,000 years ago- developed the mind which brought him into control

Her experience at a white agency school acts as a catalyst, 
pointing out her Navajo identity, but also emphasizing the cost in terms of life 
and health that certain Navajo traditions impose. Ultimately, Nanabah reconciles 
her conflict by deciding to bring the benefits of a white civilization to her 
people. A fairly routine conflict, resolved in a predictable manner, but made rich 
and interesting by the many details of reservation life and by the author's compas- 
sion for her subject.

He also inter- 
polates significant moments of white history, maintaining a general level of object- 
ivity in his analysis of motives and ramifications over a period primarily between 
1622 and 1800. The final comments reflecting the current status of the reservation 
Indian seem perfunctory and inadequate. Since this phase is not strictly within 
the domain of the text, it might better have been omitted rather than to be brushed 
off so casually.

Pledged to the English military forces, David participates in an 
invasion of France which has its most perilous hour at the battle of Crecy. Here he 
learns to manipulate a great bronze cannon, an instrument which serves him well in later 
protecting his home and family. Written by the author of Perilous Pilgrimage and the 
Road to Miklagard, this story of medieval England. straining toward unity, yet alive 
with diverse factions, maintains the high quality of the two former books. From Henry 
Treece's portrayal of Edward III's England, a vivid tapestry of chivalric tradition 
unfolds, made articulate and immediate by his vivid depiction of character, his dramatic 
handling of plot, and his deft interweaving of fiction with history.

This is Michener's most ambitious book, but at times it almost falls of 
its own weight in the immense scope of time and place and people projected. For 
here is the story of Hawaii, told in terms of the peoples who made it- and the 
forces of nature which held it in thrall. While each of the major sections seems 
at first almost complete in itself, tracing the elements that together brought the 
islands to fulfillment, actually the people who wove the texture became themselves 
a major part of it. First- the story of the millions of years before man, as the 
volcanic islands rose from the sea, féll again, were rebuilt by the coral, by beds of 
lava, and slowly populated by vegetation, and life, and a passionate, courageous, 
adventurous people from the lovely Bora Bora. Then- the missionaries- a thousand 
years later- Calvinists with humorless intent to save these feckless natives from 
eternal damnation. The Hales, the Whipples, the Janderses, the Haxworths, the 
Hewlitts - who became the hierarchy. Some remained in the mission field, but many 
deserted it - disillusioned, embittered, wearied by the thanklessness of the impos- 
sible task of conversion. But they stayed on- as merchants, land owners, progenitors 
of the Five Families that for generations held the power- socially, politically, 
economically, though kings came and went, and a people disintegrated. New national 
groups came- the Chinese first as laborers, then as vital factors in,the islands’ 
economy; then the Japanese and the Filipinos. Little by little, through intermarriage, 
through education, through business endeavors, a new people were. fortiéd. The Hawaiians 
proved a mellow core; but it took a virtual social revolution, two wars, labor upsets, 
plague, disaster and intrigue at high level and low, to blend a strong people who couid 
prove themselves Americans. It's an enormously interesting story of human beings - 
at many levels of struggle - and rewards the very considerable contribution the reader 
must bring to its reading.

Inevitably, this will be compared with Zxodus and the same market appealed 
to. Actually, while the theme has its parallels, the whole is done with what seems 
almost a muted note, only occasionally revealing its moving and exciting moments... 
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Set just before Palestine became the State of Israel, the story tells of the illegal 
efforts and near success of about a thousand Jewish refugees to get from a camp in 
Marseilles to the Jewish homeland. The cast of characters include: Mme. Blum, a woman a 
in her 50s who has organized successive “shipments" and plans to go herself with this 
one; Joseph Zwi, the half-Jewish American from Gloucester, Massachusetts, chosen to 
captain the old tramp steamer that will carry them; Michael Goodman, who is to be the 
engineer, and whose wife had died in a concentration camp- and whose son dies on the eve 
of sailing; and Milka, a gently reared girl, who was so brutally treated by the Nazis 
that she has lost all hope- and others. But it is around these that the story centers. 
Both Joseph and Michael love Milka and both help her to find herself and a new faith. It 
is with Michael that she swims to shore when the British stop the ship just in sight of 
Palestine. The others are taken to a camp in Cyprus to await legal entry. Besides these 
personal aspects of the story there is shown the part that religion and the creed of 
Zionism played in the minds of these people. It should meld together into a stirring 
whole, but somehow it falls short. Nonetheless it is worth reading as a tribute to what 
people will do for a faith. (It may prove a factor in its success that a Broadway 
adaptation is in the making).

Manuel Erispe is a successful doctor, a sensitive intellectual, young, handsome-- 
a man who would enjoy happiness and fulfillment in any country but the one in which he 
lives...South Africa. Because of a drop of African blood, Erispe is a "Coloured", a second 
class citizen forced to live in a physical and spiritual ghetto. Two women try to save him 
from his almost senseless hatred of Whites---a Coloured ballet dancer who wants Manuel to 
marry her and live abroad,and an American nun who by forcing him to admit the origins of 
his hatred hopes to bring him to a more positive way of life. The first woman gets beaten 
for her pains, the second raped; and Manuel holds tight to his dream of revenge--a day 
when the white African will be forced to live as the Coloureds and Blacks do now. Perhaps 
Manuel Erispe is not an unusual case and indeed one can understand intellectually his e 
personality and position, but the lack of technical skill on the author's part, the crude 
psychology, the tedious dialogues, the purple patches-all rob this novel of validity and 
alienate the hero from the reader.

* Francoise Mallet-Joris' three previous novels involved the same type of 
provincial characters and could have been considered sequels to each other. This 
novel, set in Paris, in the Montparnasse section, focuses with varying but deadly 
intensity on some ten habitues of the Cafe Celeste - "the Celestials"- and relent- 
lessly unveils the small but integral vanities of weak, petty people. The result: 
a devastating exposure of mean motivation and emotional bankruptcy which is both 
overwhelming and, for bland tastes, unpalatable. Central to the unraveling of this 
dismal web is the triangle involving the ailing but attractive Stephane, his "re- 
formed prostitute" wife Louise- an indestructible type whom life left not so much 
submissive as intact, and the ugly young woman, Martine, with whom Stephane could 
feel superior, generous and noble. While it was assumed that Stephane was having 
an affair with Martine, the indifferent attitude of Louise toward her husband was 
tolerated by the "Celestials". But when Louise's affair with a mildly celebrated 
painter became public, Stephane's comrades insisted that he either repudiate her 
or lose their friendship. Failing to comprehend the devious workings and alliances 
of his "friends", forced at last to face his desperate need of Louise and shorn of 
the fatuous sentiment in which he had protected himself, Stephane collapses. An 
acute exploration of serpentine complexities in a world of psychological truths in 
which things are never as they seem.

(In his introduction, Mr. Gold points out the characteristics of each 
form in order to reveal how very different are the purpose, problems, and attitude of 
the contemporary short story writer from those of the contemporary novelist.) Out- 
standing in this collection are James Baldwin's story of a young Negro jazz musician; 
a beautifully refreshing piece of prose ~ A Sermon by Doctor Pep ~- by Saul Bellow, 
who, according to the editor “expresses most clearly the philosophical and religious 
quest necessarily contained within all abiding sense for passing things"; Herbert 
Gold's own story Love and Like, depicting the intense and honest emotional struggies 
of a young divorce; and a startlingly perceptive and thoughtful vignette of Georgian 
white trash by Flannery O'Connor. A few of Mr. Gold's selections are disappointing 
(perhaps stories about suburbia have become too commonplace in recent fiction to be 
appealing or vital any more), but they are all consistent in their attempt to give 
coherent expression to a wide range of contemporary American experience and to avoid 
the label of "beat" or "angry".

With their children Debbie and Tim, their commuting-dis- 
tance house, and their friends, Rose and Mark have found content, have been part of 
others' lives and maintained their own loving association. When Mark dies after an 
automobile accident Rose retreats, refuses everyone's attention and wants no part of 
life. It takes her children's upsets, work at the hospital and some bad moments that 
she is part of when other things happen to friends to pull her up - and out of the 
dark tunnel she has entered.

Again the theme of Henry VIII and his multi-marriaged life is the background 
but the spotiight is on Katryn Parr this time and the unpredictable course of her love 
for Thomas Seymour. Meeting him first in Scotland, she answers his taunts with hers, 
is able to face him after her marriage to Lord Borough although she is haunted by his 
memory; the same hoids true after she is widowed and marries Lord Latimer and although 
she reveis in her household of stepchildren she fears for Latimer's rebeliious gesture 
as the Earl of Poverty, rousing feeling against the new religion. But with Latimer's 
increasing sickness and the family now welcome at court, Katryn is once more exposed to 
Tom's overwhelming attraction and beds with him just before her husband dies. When 
Henry's choice falls on her- and he makes sure that Seymour is assigned to foreign af- 
fairs,- Katryn agrees to marriage. As Henry's wife and Queen, although Seymour stiil 
causes her to swoon, she is faithful, attentive, helpful, and friendly to his chiidren, 
Mary, Elizabeth and Edward; she is able too to put down Bishop Gardiner's conspiracy 
against her. But soon after Henry's death she secretiy marries Seymour and watches the 
disagreements between Tom and his brother Ned deepen; with their marriage made public 
her greatest wish comes true with her pregnancy; she dies after her daughter is born. 
The historical setting is capabiy filled in to heighten the tempestuous romancing that 
is part of Katryn's progress and should satisfy the avid foliower of truth-into-fiction.

I resented the impact of Prince Bart (1953), a book I loathed but could not 
forget or ignore. Short Term has much of the same power, a kind of magnetic quality 
that makes one care what happens to the characters- but is a better integrated book, a less 
violent and impassioned book, a more controlied and mature book. The background has none 
of the glamor (for the millions) of the Hollywood montage, for Mr. Kennedy deals this time 
with the tumultuous world of Wall Street. And in the degree to which he immerses himself 
end his reader in the machinations behind the facade of the bull market and the people who 
manipulate it, this is largely a man's book. (Not that Wali Street hasn't its quota of 
women- but do they want to know the sordid doubledealing and shenanigans behind the wealth 
and prestige and gentility of the Street?) Through this- holding himself apart, but born 
to be part of it- walks Kenneth F. Preston, last of his line- a line that lives in the 
mementoes of the past, the security of wealth, the minutiae of tradition. Ken is an 
icicle, emotionally, an empty shell, until he meets and loves Laurie, half his age, and 
from the wrong side of the tracks. It is a strange love story- the untouched Ken, and 
Laurie, faintly soiled. And their respective pasts rise up to smite them. Almost the 
marriage goes on the rocks of bitterness, distrust, jealousy, misunderstanding and pride. 
And meantime, Ken has become a power- and the juggernaut takes over. There's an integrity 
to both characters that somehow rises above their pettiness, weakness, susceptibility, so 
that the reader cares what happens to them as people, to the things for which they stand, to 
the marriage that had brought them both to maturity. There are scenes that will be distaste- 
ful to many; there are overlong passages of self-examination in stream of consciousness 
style; there is- for the average reader- far too much of the machinery and philosophy of 
Wali Street- in relation not only to Ken but to his partners. But again, like it or not, 
this is 2. book not to be ignored.

* The thoroughly disarming Mrs. Engel first appeared in the pages of The New 
Yorker and these sketches of her trip to Italy with Mr. Engel and her ingenuows, eager, 
responsiveness to people and places, her easily bruised sensibilities, her sudden, true 
perceptions are the touchstone here. You will first meet Mrs. Engel at sea, and a boat 
drill (Mrs. Engel in her life jacket "looks like a turtle") leads to uncertain specula- 
tions-- or again, in her deck chair, as she surveys the passing passengers. Once in 
Rome, Mr. Engel has his qualms (the road there- via Naples- had proved him an easy vic- 
tim of native wares and wiles) and the limited communications, in spite of Mrs. Engel's 
phrase book vocabulary, lead to their much regretted distrust of a truly willing guide. 
There is Mr. Engel's refusal to say "Conto"; a shopping expedition and an audience with 
the Pope; and the return via Palermo, with its many confusing, distressing, moving 
scenes which will be- like the mosaics- best understood at a distance, when she reaches 
home. Several short stories conclude the volume here.... Far more formulated than Evan 
Connell's Mrs. Bridge - that book may suggest the wide area of recognition possible- 
without indicating the humor as well as the wistfulness, the youthfulness of spirit 
while not of years which makes this a most felicitous experience.

The conflicts between an evangelist, a humanist and a publicity man, are per- 
sonified in August Barr, mountain climber and philosopher, Mary Joseph Blount, head of 
the Church of the Free Salvation and internationally famous, and Arthur Munz, her busi- 
ness manager, who has turned her work into big business. Between Barr's accident on a 
peak in California and his death, the interrelationship of the three is disclosed:- 
Munz' exploitation of Maryjo's powers and her own inability to keep herself as pure 
as the religion she preaches; Barr's path that leads to his leadership of the Zermatt 
Institute of Man and, in-spite of his love for Maryjo, his doubt of her calling and his 
definite dislike for Munz and his methods; and Munz' own distrust of Barr and his in- 
fluence over Maryjo. Maryjo, on an English campaign, escapes incognito to Barr in Rome, 
goes with him to Zermatt and realizes the importance of mountain heights, particularly 
the Matterhorn, and the Institute for Barr, and leaves him, knowing there can never be 
marriage for them. When Barr comes to California to found a new center for the study 
of man, a benefactor wavers between Barr's aims and Maryjo's and creates further antag- 
onism in Munz so that he, following Maryjo to the scene of Barr's accident, is more 
than ready to take full advantage of the publicity. But Maryjo is strong enough from 
her last talk with Barr to cast him off. The angles of an evangelist's build-up are 
clearer than the philosophies discussed and the whole resolves into less of a novel 
than a debate on the clashes in current manifestations. (LC: 59-13982)

MY EARTH, MY SEA $4.50 


Narrated by Tim O'Malley, 10 years old at the outset of his story, this is 
essentially a sea adventure, set in Gloucester, Massachusetts, Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, 
and Labrador in the first quarter of the 20th century. By capturing in richly embellish- 
ed narrative a series of intensely dramatic incidents, through which Tim is forced to 
establish relationship to other people, places, and values, the author attempts to reveal 
the gradual process of Tim's maturity. Throughout the story, Tim's uncle and devoted 
teacher appears and re-appears as the figure who most strongly and intelligently evokes 
the spirit that binds these New Englanders to the sea and to the schooners traveling 
between Gloucester harbor and the Grand Banks. From the time when, as a smail boy, Tim 
witnesses the fatal shooting of Francesca, a beautiful Italian girl who inspires him to 
express the traditions of his people in music, to his final uncovering of the facts 
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buried for years beneath the wreck and pillage of the sailing yacht Serepta, Tim's nar- 
rative is shrouded in very heavy religious mystery and symbolism. Readers who are stir- 
red by fast-moving nautical tales may enjoy this book; however, most readers would find 
that Mr. Gilligan's stereotyped characters, loose organization, and melodramatic tenden- 
cies add up to a mediocre novel.

THE HERO: Charles A. Lindbergh and the American Dream $4.95 


* Kenneth S. Davis has written a remarkable biography of Charles A. Lindbergh, 
which is in essence as much a biography of the American public as it is of the hero it 
worshipped. Mr. Davis recognizes Lindbergh for what he was--the classic hero who "ven- 
tured forth from the world of common day into a region of supernatural wonder, survived 
a succession of trials, and returned victoriously from his adventure with the power to 
bestow boons on his fellow men." Lindbergh did all of this and became the American hero 
to beat all heroes. The author's purpose has not been so much to write a biography of 
Lindbergh as it has been to write of that fascinating social phenomenon, hero worship. 
But there is nothing abstract in his approach. He writes of a real man and of the real 
mob that worshipped him. It is a fascinating, weird story, this dialogue between the man 
and the mob. The mob in its voracious love becomes a kind of monster. The hero, a vic- 
tim. Lindbergh's life will appear to many as some sort of Greek tragedy. This cold, 
mechanical young man with the boyish smile who flew the Atlantic alone, who overnight 
became the hero, who then married a millionaire's daughter, whose first child was kid- 
napped and murdered, who fell under the influence of the mystic French surgeon, Alexis 
Carrel, who admired the Nazis and assimilated their racist ideas, and who finally 
alienated his worshippers by associating with American fascists--this man seemed to 
be propelled by a destiny set in motion by a half-mad public, venting its collective 
neuroses in as many pathological ways as it could invent. Kenneth S. Davis has captured 
the spirit of this phenomenon in a beautifully conceived book that most readers will 
find impossible to put down once they get into it.

Beloff, Max Oxford University Press 
THE AMERICAN FEDERAL GOVERNMENT $4.50 


This thoughtful book by a British observer, Gladstone Professor of Govern- 
ment and Public Administration in the University of Oxford, author of The Tasks of 
Government, The Foreign Policy of Soviet Russia, 1929-1941, and Soviet Policy in 
The Far East, 1944-1951, is an analysis of the American Government, its functions, 
problems, potentialities and foreign policy, "from the point of view of non-Americans, 
whose main concern is with those aspects of American institutions and policy that 
affect the outside world."’ Taking the United States as "the extreme case of the 
common fate of modern governments in being unable to cope effectively with the ever 
growing burden of day-to-day responsibilities," the author writes in turn of the 
American political system, the Constitution ("a very short document ... in practice 
very difficult to amend"), the Presidency, the Congress, etc., doubting if the de- 
ficiencies of the Federal Government, known to all thoughtful Americans, can be 
remedied "without sacrificing the substance of democracy," a problem that also con- 
fronted the country in the 1780's. Although aimed primarily at a British audience, 
this provocative and sometimes discouraging book should also in appealto American 
students of government and foreign policy. It should be an excellent text for ad- 
vanced students in political economy and could be read with profit by members of 
Congress and the State Department.

In the prologue of this exuberant and sophisticated book, J.C. Furnas, the 
author of Goodbye to Uncle Tom, states that his concern here is "not so much with what 
John Brown did as with the ideas and emotions that culminated in anybody's attempting 
so strange a thing". After a brief summary of the fitful and tortured life of the 
Abolitionist agitator and the influence of the "Secret Six" who supported him, the author 
proceeds to explore the course of slavery and the slave trade in the West beginning with 
the European forays along the Atlantic coast of Africa in the 17th century. He discusses 
the already well-established slave trade among the natives in Guinea; the morals of slave 
holding, the slave trade routes, slavery in the West Indies - where the practice was par- 
ticularly hideous - in England and France; the growth of anti-slavery, and the heavy 
British influence in American Abolitionism. He demonstrates, with vigor, that inflam- 
matory Abolitionism was irresponsibly opposed to a type of slavery which never existed in 
the U.S. and he claims that part of the Abolitionist distortion was "a fai ure to con- 
sider the Negro potentially equal to whites anywhere except in the sight of God". His 
conclusion; "it was Brown's misfortune that his mental illness fated him to carry out the 
literal implications of militant Abolitionist group jargon". The book is interspersed 
with modern topical allusions and comments which are often enlightening, sometimes, in 
their irrelevancy, distracting.

THE INDIAN JOURNALS OF LEWIS HENRY MORGAN $17.50 


These superbly edited and annotated journals of a Rochester, N.Y. attorney 
and amateur ethnologist and naturalist tell of his three journeys, made between 1859 
and 1862, to the "Indian country" along the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers in Kansas, 4 
Nebraska and Dakota to "ascertain how the Indians of various tribes designated their 
relatives" and to study their "kinship terms". Born near Aurora, N.Y., in 1818, Morgan, 
well educated and a careful observer, had already studied at first hand such tribes as 
the Seneca and Iroquois and had written about them; in the West he visited few tribes 
himself but asked endless questions from both Indians and Whites about tribal customs, 
vocabularies, kinship terms, and the like; inevitably the answers to his repeated ques- 
tions make for repetition in his journals, detracting from readability and adding to 
scientific interest. Obsessed by Indians, Morgan tells little of the personal excite- 
ments and discomforts of his travels, but not even his careful and unhumorous prose can 
hide the fascination of this trip in 1862 by steamer to Fort Benton, Montana. Of enormous 
scientific and historical value in itself, doubly so because of its fine reference notes, 
this book will find its greatest appeal among ethnologists, naturalists, and historians 
of Western America; of little interest to casual readers. It is a must for all collec- 
tions of Western Americana. Illustrated.

Richard Bardolph is Professor of History at the Woman's College of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Greensboro, N.C. This book is an ambitious attempt to identify 
the most celebrated Negro Americans in the country's past and to assemble the scattered 
and elusive facts about their social origins. The author divides his narrative into periods 
according to the political, cultural and social characteristics which aided or hindered 
Negro advancement. He traces the emergence of "leader" types who follow each other histori- 
cally: the individual who won distinction by demonstrating that such qualities as courage, 
intelligence and artistry could be Negro attributes; the individual, often a religious 
leader, who found economic and social disabilities intolerable precisely because they had

assimilated so much of America's civilization and had come to share its values; the 
generations out of slavery who had made their mark and who provided "success stories" 
whether or not they chose to ally themselves with the Negro "cause"; and the "race 
leaders" of the past decades who have been drawn chiefly from the organizations 
specifically created to plead the Negro cause.

The result of deep research into forgotten records, this carefully annotated 
book, the history of the U.S. Corps of Topographical Engineers, is a long overdue addi- 
tion to the annals of Western America. The Topographical Corps, originally a part of the 
Corps of Army Engineers, was organized in 1838 under Col. John James Abert; its existence 
as a separate body ended during the Civil War, when in 1863 it was again merged with the 
Corps of Engineers. In its 25 years of existence the Corps, made up of West Point men, 
scientists, engineers, artists and writers, aided by mountain men like Jim Bridger, ex- 
plored the West from the Mississippi to the Pacific, from Montana to Mexico; it took part 
in the Mexican War and helped settle the Boundary Dispute; its members, Emory, Fremont, 
Stansbury and others, explored lakes, streams, mountains and deserts. The surveys made 
by the Corps for the Pacific Railroad, from the Canadian border to Texas, resulted in an 
enormous increase in scientific knowledge and a map of the Trans-Mississippi West, made 
by Lieutenant G.K. Warren and published in 1859, "comparable in importance to the Lewis

In this carefully documented book on the murder of Lincoln, the author, stating 
that his death is a real murder mystery with the killer, Booth, and his gang,tools of the 
real criminals, who escaped, follows the thesis of Otto Eisenschiml's Why Was Lincoln 
Murdered? He names Secretary of War Stanton as leader of a vast conspiracy to kidnap or 
murder Lincoln, Seward, Grant, Johnson and others and seize the government for himself; 
his actions following the murder and the fact that the official records of the case were 
not released by the War Department until the 1930's may indicate that this theory, never 
proved, is correct. That a conspiracy of some sort existed is also the fact that the

The Turn of the Tide covered the first eighteen months of the Commander-in- 
Chief's four and a half years of gruelling service in defense of his country. This 
volume covers the balance of the period and inevitably much of it is centered on the 
inter-relation of the American and English staffs and commanders in the field and on 
the incessant political background and conflict with Churchill. Probably, when the 
whole of Brooke's diaries and notes are set in their focus with other complete records, 
the emphasis on the difficulties will seem less. Triumph in the West is the record of 
a magnificent achievement, but the American press and the American public will inevi- 
tably find themselves set on edge by the constant harping on Eisenhower's short-comings- 
"a charming personality and a good co-ordinator. But no real commander." (This perhaps 
the most charitable of the statements - and the total impression left is that but for 
the Americans' lack of understanding of even the basic strategy, the war might have 
been won much earlier.) Time lost- tempers frayed- errors costly in manpower and equip- 
ment- all this and more the British, with experience behind them, were forced to con- 
tend with because the Americans- with inexhaustible reserves- held the whip handle. 
The record concentrates on the whole European theatre, with the eastern front lightly 
touched upon, and Italy and the Channel crossing and the re-possessing of France the 
main factors. But Africa, the Near East, India and Southwest Asia, all came under 
Brooke's aegis. As Americans we are so much more familiar with the story of our own 
commanders and armies that we sometimes forget how much of the war was in British 
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hands. This is a chastening experience- reading Triumph in the West. As with the earlier 
book, Arthur Bryant has contributed not only the selective powers of an editor, but a very 
considerable body of text, filling in the background for the diaries and notes.

The author, a leading economist and government adviser on national defense, 
has written an important book dealing with questions the public has been wont to ignore, 
particularly in these days of international thaw. Mr. Morgenstern contends that our 
present system of national defense couldn't save us if the Russians attacked. Our 
missile and bomber bases, situated permanently in well-known areas, would be wiped off 
the map before we got a chance to retaliate. To make our position invulnerable and our 
ability to retaliate certain, he proposes that we move our bases off land and put them 
on the oceans in what he calls an "Oceanic System." Our ballistic missiles would be 
fired from submerged nuclear powered submarines that would move about. We could also 
use nuclear-propelled seaplanes, supported on the oceans from submarines. Then he says 
that we must have a vigorous advance in scientific effort to keep us ahead of the Russians, 
a strong but diversified capability to carry on limited war if necessary, and a realistic 
civil defense effort which would include the building of a sub-economy which could operate & 
if our cities were atomized, plus fall-our shelters for the population. Mr. Morgenstern 
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comes to these conclusions after a rather full and objective analysis of the defense 
situation as it exists in the nuclear age. Again, this is one of those books--there 

is a library of them now--which should be read by every congressman and cabinet member.

He had been writing sports columns for three decades; he was known not only through 
them but through his broadcasts on boxing events, and later as the head of Churchill 
Downs - always the kindly, cheerful, beloved man. These are short pieces about him- 
self - his military career (a distinguished one), his meanderings to various sporting 
events with others of the clan, his contacts with boxers, ballplayers, horsemen, 
tavern keepers. All these sporadic bits show the heart of the man, courageous in 
the knowledge of the cancer that was killing him. In his career he had never lacked 
courage to stand back of his choices- Joe Louis as the greatest boxer, Willie May 
as the greatest ball player.

WAR FOR THE MOON $4.95 


This is a rather complete survey of what our efforts have been so far to 
reach the moon. Mr. Caidin seems to have spent the last five years haunting Cape 
Canaveral and other missile installations, with a notebook in one hand and a tape 
recorder in the other. His knowledge reveals an intimacy with the total program 
which makes him particularly well qualified to write a book of this kind. He 
already has fourteen other books to his credit on matters of missiles and rockets. 
This book, however, particularly concentrates on our latest efforts to reach the 
moon and to penetrate outer space. He leaves very little to the imagination, and I 
can see where this book will be of great aid to the Russians in helping them reduce 
their spying budget. Mr. Caidin tells us where the component parts of the missiles 
are being manufactured, how they are brought together, what the launching sites 
are like, including exact locations of control centers, radar installations, and 
tracking stations. The book is also well illustrated with paintings, photos and 
drawings by Fred L. Wolff to clarify pictorially what words can only weakly describe. 
Mr. Caidin also gives us a good account of what the Russians have done to date and 
why they are ahead of us. Unfortunately, many details are lacking, for, as he writes, 
"the Soviet Union has maintained an absolute shield around its ballistic rockets." 
Parts of this book will seem a little too technical for the layman, but on the whole 
it is vivid, graphic and, without doubt, accurate.

This book is expanded from a SEP article Miss Carrighar wrote about Bobo, a 
remarkable huskey who became her friend and companion during the period she spent study- 
ing lemmings in the Arctic. It is not just another animal story. Huskies, being largely 
wolf in their ancestry, are different in personality from the ordinary domesticated dog. 
And Bobo is not only a huskey, but a rare and lonely thing, a born leader. Wiid honor, 
pride, sympathy and instinct, rather than human beings, guide his life.

A Crime Club Special, this is the personal record of one of the four members of 
a Special Duty Squad organized by Scotland Yard in 1945 and operating from 1946 through 
nine months of 1949 and turning in a total of 789 arrests, 1506 cases solved, with stolen 
property of 253,896 pounds recovered. It was given permission to infiltrate the underworld, 
establish and maintain contacts, so that the mounting figures for crime could be arrested 
and cut down. These are the tales of the "snouts" (informers) that ex-Superintendent 
Gosling used and of the cases they helped to break; of large and small scale depredations 
and operators; of housebreakers and dynamitards; and of those who got away as well as those 
who were caught. Gosling reviews a whole array of tricks and ruses in the counterfeiting 
of coupons and coins, in the thefts of liquor, cigarettes, tea, furs, diamonds and jewels; 
he goes on the trail of hijackers and con men and ferrets out the big time receivers; he 
has more than a spot of danger and violence too. He admits he likes a good crook and his 
accounts of the effrontery, the characteristics that give them away - talking and spending, 
the cultivation of the snouts and the crooks they "shopped" are not only full of British 
police (permanent as well as temporary) procedures but of Gosling's own approach to the 
problems at hand.

To say that this personal reminiscence of a childhood in Heli's Kitchen 
is a nostalgic book is an understatement. Essentially the book is a cliche: that, 
somehow, poor is better than rich. But at the same time its tone is so good natured 
and unaffected that one cannot help but be touched by its simplicity. The author, 
his younger sisters, his widowed mother and his married half-sister, Mamie, moved 
in 1898, from Broome St. in lower New York City to 39th St. and Tenth Ave. because 
Mamie felt the need of some excitement and noise. The two families lived on the 
fifth floor of a decayed tenement amidst the smell of the slaughterhouses, breweries 
and the occasional dead horse left in the street. They had five rooms each for which 
they paid $6.00 a month rent. There's a multitude of recollections of incidents and 
practices which have now passed into social history - from the Election Night bon- 
fires to the lamplighter's ritual but there is the remembrance too of terribie 
squalor, drunkenness, ruthless police, wretched poverty. What saved the author's 
family from desperation? Mamma - who emerges here as someone not quite real, a 
pillar of wisdom and inner strength and, it must be said, a sainted Mother Machree.

Five years of preparation went into the rough draft left at the death of 
Dana Steichen in 1957 which has been edited with the aid of her husband; in the 
words of the late Mrs. Steichen, her purpose was "to trace, through an intensive 
reading of Beethoven's letters and through a fresh look at some of the materials 
brought together by earlier biographers, the course of the composer's lifelong love 
for Countess Erdody, the woman to whom (the author believes) the "Immortal Beloved” 
Letter was sent. The contents of that letter have long been common knowledge, but 
its recipient has remained a mystery or, at best, an intriguing matter for extremely 
divergent speculations among Beethoven's various biographers. The author also believes 
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to have rectified some errors of fact and interpretation that “have been made by previous 
students of Beethoven's life”. The argument for Countess Erdody is quite fascinating and 
convincing as it is stated here, but one wishes that letters +. the composer could be 
included as well as those written by him, in order to give a more complete picture of the 
relationships which are drawn upon as evidence, In addition, Mrs. Steichen repeatedly 
"interprets" Beethoven's emotional life by analyzing many of the compositions which he 
wrote at stages of his life which are particularly relevant to her thesis- a dangerously 
sub jective and often even "unmusical” procedure. This is a study whose greatest appeal 
will be for the musicologist.

PHILOSOPHY IN THE MIDDLE AGES 


Thought in the Middle Ages was Theology. And Theology was often a "firm faith 
in quest of precise rationalization." Vignaux in the third edition of this introductory 
work, goes beyond a history of the thought of the time to examine its philosophy, and 
under the influence of the great medievalist Gilson, he corrects popular misconceptions 
in the attempt. The Middle Ages are shown as a period of intellectual dispute and strife, 
rather than of complete harmony and order. Throughout, a thread of Hellenistic humanism 
promulgated by Duns Scotus winds along toward Renaissance fruition. Aristotelian 
naturalism-thanks to Aquinas and the Scholastics-opposes mysticism. And with the coming 
of Abelard, the scholars of the University of Paris broaden their investigations in logic 
and in Moslem and Judaic religious concepts. There are the men:-John the Scot, Roger 
Bacon, Williams Of Ockham; and there are the themes:-disputes over the value of Nature, 
value of empirical knowledge, morality. Together they are examined with a succinct 
thoroughness that produces a surprisingly complex view of those centuries. The theme of 
"a humanism embracing a naturalism" emerges. Stimulating for a middle ground of readers 
who have some knowledge of history, yet probably inadequate for those engaged in advanced 
scholarly pursuits. Laudable too for a sincere and disinterested opposition to historical 
cliche.

Some of these poems were published in her last book (American Twelfth 
Night, 1955) others were written since then, and all speak with forceful purity of 
religious experience - Old and New Testament stories translated into poetry, em- 
passioned expressions of love in the life of a nun from many parts of the world, and 
praise for the beauty of death, love, and nature.
